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REPORT 


PRESENTED  TO  THE  CONTRIBUTORS  AT  THEIR  ANNUAL  MEETING-, 

JANUARY  9,  1874. 

The  Managers  of  the  Children’s  Hospital,  in  presenting 
their  Eighteenth  Annual  Beport  to  the  Contributors,  have 
much  pleasure  in  saying  that  during  the  past  year  they 
have  had  many  proofs  of  the  continuance  of  the  interest 
which  is  felt  by  a  large  portion  of  the  community  in  the 
prosperity  of  the  Institution. 

The  accompanying  Beport  of  the  Medical  Staff  shows 
the  number  and  kind  of  cases  treated  in  the  wards  from 
Dec.  31st,  1872,  to  Dec.  31st,  1873.  The  number  is  in 
excess  of  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  when  their  dis¬ 
eases  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  will  be  found  that  a 
fair  proportion  of  patients  have  been  restored  to  health,  or 
been  benefited  by  treatment.  Several  operations  of  im¬ 
portance  have  been  performed,  and  in  most  instances  the 
good  which  was  hoped  for  has  been  attained  by  them.  A 
large  number  of  patients  (3260)  have  been  prescribed  for  at 
the  Dispensary.  No  other  change  has  been  made  in  the 
management  of  this  than  the  establishment  of  additional 
service  at  10  A.  M.,  for  the  convenience  of  parents,  who, 
living  at  a  distance  from  the  Hospital,  or  from  some  other 
cause,  are  unable  to  bring  their  children  in  the  afternoon. 
Dr.  Estrazulas,  elected  Besident  Physician  at  the  close  of 
Dr.  Martinez’s  term,  having  resigned  the  position  in  last 
August,  the  Managers  chose  as  his  successor  Dr.  Edward 
L.  Parks,  who  performs  his  duties  acceptably  to  the  Medical 
Staff. 
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The  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  also  herewith  trans¬ 
mitted,  exhibits  the  condition  of  the  finances.  The  amount 
expended  during  1873  was  $8137.06  against  $7758.76  during 
1872.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  of  the  Hospital 
have  nearly  equalled  its  income,  and  had  it  not  been  for  a 
pressing  appeal  to  its  friends  within  the  past  fortnight,  there 
would  have  been  nothing  left  in  the  Treasury.  As  it  is,  a 
comparatively  small  balance  remains  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  current  year,  and  notwithstanding  that  the  most  rigid 
economy  compatible  with  a  due  regard  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  patients  has  been  practised,  there  is  reason  to  fear  that 
the  Hospital  may  sooner  or  later  become  involved  in  debt, 
and  the  further  extension  of  its  usefulness  materially  inter¬ 
fered  with.  The  Managers  believe  that  the  only  way  by 
which  the  burden  of  debt  can  be  avoided,  is  for  every  con¬ 
tributor  to  endeavor  to  interest  some  one  else  in  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  being  sure  that  there  are  many  persons  in  our  city 
who  would  gladly  give  to  if  if  the  good  works  which  it  is 
doing  were  brought  more  prominently  to  their  notice.  They 
do  not  wish  to  depreciate  the  claims  which  other  and  kin¬ 
dred  institutions  may  have  upon  the  community,  but  they 
feel  that  none  should  appeal  more  strongly  to  the  sympa¬ 
thies  of  the  charitable  than  one  in  which  the  sufferings  of 
childhood  are  relieved.  The  diseases  of  children  are  very 
frequently  the  bad  consequences  of  the  sin  or  folly  of  their 
parents,  and  not  of  themselves,  as  too  often  is  the  case  with 
adults.  The  Hospital  has,  however,  many  generous  friends, 
whose  donations  during  the  past  year  the  Managers  now 
desire  gratefully  to  acknowledge.  Among  these  Mr.  I.  Y. 
Williamson  and  Mr.  F.  Mortimer  Lewis  are  deserving 
of  special  mention.  The  former  has,  in  addition  to  his  pre¬ 
vious  gifts  of  a  similar  character,  presented  the  Hospital 
with  four  ground-rents,  representing  a  principal  sum  of 
$4941t\6o,  and  the  latter  has  placed  in  the  Treasurer’s 
hand  $2000,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  employed  in  the 
maintenance  of  a  memorial  bed. 
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The  list  of  benefactors  would  be  incomplete  if  the  Mana¬ 
gers  failed  to  mention  the  members  of  the  “Orpheus  Club,” 
who  generously  turned  over  to  the  Institution  $429.41,  the 
proceeds  of  an  open-air  concert  given  by  them  at  Belmont 
in  June  last. 

The  Managers  have  not  abandoned  their  intention  to  erect 
at  some  future  period  a  Convalescent  Home  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  the  city.  At  present  the  state  of  the  funds 
does  not  justify  them  in  undertaking  an  enterprise  which  is 
likely  to  cause  so  much  outlay  of  money  as  this.  More¬ 
over,  the  establishment  of  the  “  Children’s  Sea-Shore  House” 
at  Atlantic  City  (under  entirely  different  management),  has 
rendered  it  no  longer  so  urgently  necessary  as  before. 
During  the  past  season  quite  a  number  of  the  children  were 
sent  down  there  as  in  the  previous  summer,  returning,  it  is 
believed,  much  improved  in  health.  Admirably  conducted 
as  that  institution  is,  there  are,  however,  many  children  too 
feeble  to  transport  such  a  distance  from  the  city,  who  would 
be  benefited  by  a  short  sojourn  in  the  adjacent  country 
where  it  would  be  possible  to  take  them  ;  and  with  a  view 
of  supplying  this  want  the  Managers  will,  as  soon  as  suffi¬ 
cient  money  has  been  collected  or  promised  for  the  purpose, 
erect  a  suitable  house  at  some  convenient  point,  probably 
either  Germantown  or  Chestnut  Hill. 

During  the  past  year  three  of  the  Lady  Visitors  have 
resigned  their  position — Miss  Judson  and  Mrs.  Dyer,  in 
consequence  of  removal  from  the  city,  and  Mrs.  G.  W. 
Harris,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties.  The  Mana¬ 
gers  desire  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  services 
they  have  rendered  to  the  sick  and  suffering  committed  to 
their  care,  and  put  on  record  the  regret  they  feel  in  parting 
with  them.  Too  high  a  degree  of  praise  cannot  be  accorded 
to  the  Lady  Visitors.  They  have  proved  themselves  most 
efficient  co-laborers  in  promoting  the  prosperity  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  the  health  and  happiness  of  its  inmates.  They 
are,  moreover,  among  the  most  liberal  of  its  patrons,  and 
most  active  in  making  its  wants  known. 
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In  conclusion,  the  Managers  would  thank  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  for  the  care  and  attention  with  which  they 
have  performed  their  duties,  and  Miss  Neely,  who  has  been 
Matron  for  three  years,  for  the  conscientious  and  energetic 
manner  in  which  she  discharges  hers.

RULES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

Children  between  two  and  twelve  years  of  age,  if  seri¬ 
ously  injured  by  accident,  are  always  admitted  if  brought 
to  the  Hospital  immediately  thereafter.  Other  cases  may 
be  admitted  by  applying  to  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
who  attend  at  the  Hospital  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  at  12 
o’clock.  Out-patients  are  prescribed  for  daily  (Sundays 
excepted)  at  10  A.  M.  and  -4  P.  M.
